People going to Seattle from Victoria 
were not required to pay the tax even 
If they came within the description 
contained in the law. which made them 
liable. People going to San Francisco 
were held up for $4 if they had not 
lived continuously for a whole year on 
this aide. The consequence was that > 
the tax was escaped by those who went 
south by train from Seat!Ue and paid 
by those who were liable and who 
travelled steamship to California. 

Ths steamship companies protested 
vigorously against the ridiculous meas¬ 
ure. and Dr. Milne, local Immigration 
agent, communicated with Ottawa and 
Washington showing how the law was 
working on this coast The Timea also 
drew attention to the absurdity of the 
law. and from other quarters through¬ 
out the Dominion complaints were 
heard. 

These protests had an early effect as 
Is shown by F. P. Sargent’s circular, 
which says that the two clau*es pre¬ 
viously inserted In the bill have been 
nulllfleij and the following regulations 
Inserted In their place: 

Head tax shall not be collected on oc- ^ 
ocunt of ahfns entering the United Stst^ 
from Canada. Newroundland. Cuba or: 
Mexico. Whose legal domicile, or bona ! 
flde residence, was In one of the coun¬ 
tries specified f^ St least one year Ira- 
medlatety preveffing sueh entrance. If It 
merely appears tiuu the AxuLlmilty of 
their physical presence at their place of 
residence, or domleJIe. was broken by one 
or more tiwnslent and temporary depart¬ 
ures therefrom. 

Head lax shall not be collected on ac¬ 
count of aliens re-entering the United 
Siatee from Canada. Newfoundland. 
Cuba or Mexico, who are citlsens thereof, 
but who have acquired a legal domicile or 
bona flde residence In the United States, 
and who are returning from a visit to one 
of the said countries, notwithstanding 
that the period of a full year has not In¬ 
tervened .between tbe date of their de¬ 
parture from and the dale of their return 
to ths United States. 

The effect of these amendments Is to 
place immigration regulations on their 
former basis. One year’s domicile in 
Canada or the other contiguoua coun¬ 
tries entitles the immigrant to exemp¬ 
tion from the tax and subsequent visits 
to ths States do not now render him 
an alien liable to head tax.

A story has been circulated to the 
effect that the New York hoard of edu- 
rallon recently gave orders that 
henceforth no hymn or carol containing 
mention of Christmas should be sung 
In the city schools. The board of edu¬ 
cation has taken no action on the sub¬ 
ject since last February, and no or¬ 
ders whatever have been Issued which 
contain any ruling as to Ct^ristmas. 
according to the New York Evening 
Post. 

There is. however, Just enough basis 
of truth in the story to arouse miscon¬ 
ception If not corrected. The facts of 
the case are as follows: A year ago 
there were numerous protests from 
prominent Hebrews that the Christmas 
exercises as conducted In the public 
schools were so thoroughly based upon 
and wrapped up In the tenets of the 
Chrlsttan''falth as to make It impossible 
for Jewikh children, to participate In 
tbem. As g result.hundreds of chlldrei) 
In certain districts absented themselves 
from the exercises. 

Subsequently the matter was taken 
! up by the board of education, and on 
February llth, 1907. a report on the 
subject presented by the committee on 
elementary schools was adopted. This 
report Included resolutions forbidding, 
the singing of hymns or songs of a 
sectarian of denominational nature, but 
only by Implication forbade the Use 
of distinctly Christmas songs or carols. 
No objection, the report said, could be 
found to the use of Christmas trees, 
which might be considered merely to 
exemplify the spirit of giving and re¬ 
ceiving, and of love and charity.

The district attor¬ 
ney has taken possession of the store 
and developments are expected within 
a few days.
